(Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical compos i t i on combination as claimed in 
claim 6, comprising, as a further active compound, one or more compounds that 
norma li z e affect lipid metabolism. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical compos i tion combination as claimed in 
claim 6, comprising, as a further active compound, one or more compounds chosen 
from: 

antidiabetics, hypoglycemically active compounds, HMGCoA reductase inhibitors, 
cholesterol absorption inhibitors, PPAR gamma agonists, PPAR alpha agonists, PPAR 
alpha/gamma agonists, fibrates, MTP inhibitors, bile acid absorption inhibitors, CETP 
inhibitors, polymeric bile acid adsorbers, LDL receptor inducers, ACAT inhibitors, 
antioxidants, lipoprotein lipase inhibitors, ATP citrate lyase inhibitors, squalene 
synthetase inhibitors, lipoprotein(a) antagonists, lipase inhibitors, insulins, sulfonyl 
ureas, biguanides, meglitinides, thiazolidindiones, a-glucosidase inhibitors, active 
compounds which act on the ATP-dependent potassium channel of the beta cells, 
CART agonists, NPY agonists, MC4 agonists, orexin agonists, H3 agonists, TNF 
agonists, CRF agonists, CRF BP antagonists, urocortin agonists, (33 agonists, MSH 
(melanocyt-stimulating hormone) agonists, CCK agonists, serotonin-reuptake inhibitors, 
mixed serotonin and noradrenergic compounds, 5HT agonists, bombesin agonists, 
galanin antagonists, growth hormones, growth hormone-releasing compounds, TRH
